| JAPANESE .POLICE® KILL SIX: IN 


MANCHURIA. . "| 

The ‘Vaurhuria. Daily: News of Dairen 
gives the following, account .of | a fight 
between the police and. brigands’ in’ the 
leased territory. of Kwanting, Maiichuria, 
resulting in’ the, killing of six of ‘the 
former, and of one Chinege policeman on 
the’ Japanese: gide t- Bane .
